The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a system for 
displaying images, among other things, comprising: 

a first memory for storing a first plurality of instructions that are executed by the first 
processor and a second memory for storing a second plurality of instructions that are executed 
by the second processor (claim 29); 

wherein decoding the images in the decoding order further comprises decoding, between 
a vertical synchronization signal and a next vertical synchronization signal, wherein receiving 
the indication, further comprises receiving the indication between the vertical synchronization 
signal and the next vertical synchronization signal, and wherein preparing the display image for 
display comprises preparing the display image for display following the next vertical 
synchronization signal (claim 39). 

The cited prior art, Jiang et al. (U.S. 6,614,441) and Bae et al (U.S. 6,256,045) in 
combination do not teach the above mentioned features.
